DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Preliminary Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to Preliminary Amendment filed on November 
05, 2003. 

2. Claims 1 - 6 are presented for examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. This office acknowledges of the following items from the Applicant: 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed on November 5, 2003.. 
The references cited on the PTO -1449 form have been considered. = 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 - 6 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-6 
are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken 
singularly or in combination, especially when these limitations are considered within the 
specific combination claimed, to teach: 

thickness (fig. 2, 14A) of stress-relaxation layer of a first one of the semiconductor 
chips is thicker than thickness (fig. 2, 24A) of stress-relaxation layer of a second one of the 
semiconductor chips which has a distance between farthest ones of its first external 
terminals smaller than that of the first semiconductor chip; and among other limitations as 
cited in the independent claim 1 . 

thickness (fig. 2, 14A) of stress-relaxation layer of a first one of the semiconductor 
chips is thicker than thickness (fig. 2, 24A) of stress-relaxation layer of a second one of the

semiconductor chips which has an arrangement pitch of the external and a size of the 
external terminals which are both larger than those of the first semiconductor chip; and 
among other limitations as cited in claim 3. 

thickness (fig. 2, 14A) of stress-relaxation layer of a first one of the semiconductor 
chips is thicker than thickness (fig. 2, 24A) of stress-relaxation layer of a second one of the 
semiconductor chips which has diameter of the farthest lands larger than that of the first 
semiconductor chip; and among other limitations as cited in claim 4. 

Distance between an end of a first one of the semiconductor chips including the 
stress-relaxation layer and an end of a second one of the semiconductor chips having 
stress-relaxation layer placed adjacent to the first semiconductor chip is less than 1 mm, 
and where stress-relaxation layer of the first semiconductor chip is thicker than that of the 
second semiconductor chip; and among other limitations as cited in claims 5 and 6.
